Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees and Christian People : 

We have come together here, under the open meridian sky, 
to set apart with appropriate ceremonies of religious faith this 
fair area, in reverent acknowledgment of the claims of Death. 
If, in the strife and struggle of the men of this world, we have 
any of us thought to hold it by prior right, to-day we relinquish 
our title, and of our own free will and accord sign the deed 
that runs in fee simple to him and his heirs forever. We hold 
no controversy with him, neither dispute his privilege. We 
claim, however, that in his own name and right he has no 
victory over us ; and we reserve for ourselves, here and now, 
to stamp ihe scroll which testifies his rightful possession with 
the great seal of our Immortality, And while we humbly 
acquiesce in the decree of God, we accept the decree also as 
the pledge of his exceeding great and precious promises ! 
August power ! Relentless ruler of thy dark domain 1 we 
own thy scepter and acknowledge thy sway 1 In the name of 
him who subdued thee unto himself, and set the bounds of 
thine empire, we bid thee take possession and hold thy realm ! 

It is man's distinction and privilege of intelligence and faith 
to look forward to the final dissolution of his earthly frame 
with composure and satisfaction. It is the distinction of his 
nature, elevated by religious thought, to contemplate death as 
an event in life, ordained by the same All-wise Disposer, and 
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no accident of wild chance, or calamity of darkness. It is 
permitted to him, among the distinguished privileges of 
intellectual and moral being, to prepare for that event as the 
certain and inevitable issue of his earthly relations, yet un- 
certain in its date and moment. This consideration is a 
striking testimony that life is moral and disciplinary, and 
probably has more influences on men than any other single 
circumstance in their earthly condition to raise their minds 
by constant and repeated suggestion to the contemplation of 
eternal things. Its moral and religious import is, that this is 
not our abiding place, and that all man's labors, enjoyments, 
and possessions are to be pursued and held as subject to a 
higher power, whose will is his law. It mingles the Divine 
Providence in the daily thoughts of men, urging them out 
beyond the domain of time and sense to the realities of spiritual 
existence. Thus death, by its constant presence in human 
life — thousands of our race ascending hour by hour and 
moment by moment, as the sun's beams draw up the waters of 
the earth to replenish the cisterns of the sky — is the great 
teacher of man. 

Science regards this earth as the cradle of mankind, implying 
that this life is but the early morning and infancy of man's 
being. Science borrows her suggestion from religion. Immor- 
tality is the crowning glory of our fame, and this earth, as 
man's dwelling place, is not understood until it is considered 
as a part of the divine plan for raising up a universe of souls. 
The earth culminates in man,, and hath no other reason for 
its existence. The cradle of mankind ! I take the suggestion 
as the keynote of man's destiny. Christian faith affirms of 
that infancy a promise and fulfillment beyond our power to 
grasp or conceive. The embarrassment of our minds con- 
cerning our immortality arises in the greatness of the truth ; 
we cannot see ourselves on a level with that glory ; it is too 
great for us. A young man can see himself as heir to the 
paternal estate, but the promises of God are not in that line 
of descent, and he cannot see his own nature endowed with the 
powers of an endless life. Until consciousness matures those 
powers in the gentle summer of Christian obedience and life, 
the scepticism of the senses obscures the promise of his nature. 
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and the powers of this world, in their maturity and strength, 
and ever-present urgency, have the advantage over the spiritual, 
and the ideal is postponed by the practical. But the sense 
and sentiment of Immortality arising in the affections can 
never be driven from the human heart ; and although the ' 
doctrine of the Future Life cannot be fully grasped by the 
mind it lies folded in the possible powers of man's being, and 
has its great and emphatic illustration in the historic Founder 
of our faith. 

It is this confidence of man in a never-ending existence 
under God's Almighty Providence that not only saves our 
human lot from being unendurable but makes our existence 
cause of gratitude and joy. In the light of this truth every 
min can thank God that he is, and the darkest condition 
may be illuminated by hope, the heaviest griefs may be borne 
with patience, discouraged virtue may revive again, and 
defeated good may believe that its promise will yet be kept. 

In no respect is the influence of this truth on the mind 
more distinctly marked than in the modified views of man 
concerning death and the dead. And I might add that in no 
respect is the increase of enlightened religious sentiment more 
obvious. The increasing quietness and confidence of men in 
the general fact that death is an event in life, and a part of 
our human experience, is testimony to the almost impercep- 
tible yet sure growth of Christian sentiment. The pagan 
world had no such increase of light, but turned to cynical 
contempt instead of patient faith and holy triumph. True, 
death still grieves my heart and I weep that I shall see those I 
love no more below. But I weep with a subdued and patient 
sorrow ; I go up, year by year, to some new grave of my 
household ; the sires and grandsires were gathered long ago, 
and children as buds and flowers mid ripened grain. Yet 
a little and my earthly house shall fail ; still an exceeding 
peace, a quiet thought keeps me. I cannot comprehend the 
truth, neither look upon that glory, and I rest in those affec- 
tions that cannot deceive, and in the word of him who voices 
the human soul. 

The bereaved heart cannot be turned rudely away from the 
lowly form of its beloved. It lingers and goes and comes, 
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and lingers and goes and comes, dwelling with strange fascin- 
ation on the mysterious loveliness of the face of the dead. 
That mortal form, which the soul once illumined with intelli- 
gence and love — those eyes which were to us in their luster and 
beauty as the very gate of Heaven — that brow, around which 
was wreathed an unspeakable glory — these hold us by the 
fond mystery of love ani tears and death. We walk about 
the house in reverent, careful stillness, with our finger upon 
our lips ; and when all is ready we lon^ for some place of 
rest where we can lay our precious burden upon the peaceful 
bosom of the earth, and feel that there no noise or trouble 
shall ever come. Religion reinforces these natural senti- 
ment, and gives that serenity of mind which enables us to do all 
things decently and in order. Just sentiments of religious 
faith alone enable us to join propriety and good taste with all 
the offices of burial, and to adorn the last resting place of our 
beloved with appropriate tokens of memory and affection. 
Guided by such sentiments, we have selected this beautiful 
area, on whose undulating surface the light of day falls in 
varied splendor of brightness and gentle shadow — not unfit 
emblem of the Providence whose light and shade give heav- 
enly aspect to human lot. It will be but a few years before 
we who stand here shall rest beneath ; it will be but a few 
years, reckoned by the life of society or mankind, before this 
city of the dead, whose foundations we lay to-day, will out- 
number yonder city of the living. Among the mournful pro- 
cessions which shall wind their way through these glades and 
up these eminences, we shall all take our turns as leaders hither, 
but we shall not conduct the retiring company. Let us thank 
God that we may contemplate that event without dismay, if 
we are in his service, and commit the keeping of our souls to 
him as to a faithful Creator ! 



History ol Mountain Yiew Cemetery. 



It is a quarter of a century since the Oakland Cemetery 
on Webster street was deemed inadequate for burial purposes, 
and a few public spirited citizens joined in an effort to locate 
a rural cemetery, and met for organization December 26, 
1863. At this meeting the following gentlemen were elected 
Trustees : 

H. Tubes, Rev. S. T. Wells, 

George E. Grant, R. W. Heath, 

J. S. Emery, J. E. Whitcher, 

Br. Samuel. Merritt, William Faulkner, 

A. M. Crane, S. E. Alden, 

J. A. Mayhew, Rev. I. H. Brayton. 

At a subsequent meeting, held January 15, 1864, Dr. 
Samuel Merritt was elected President ; J. E. Whitcher, Secre- 
tary ; and H. Tubbs, Treasurer. A committee was appointed 
for the selection of a suitable site ; and of the many desira- 
ble locations among the undulating and diversified foothills 
of Oakland the most beautiful was certainly selected, and 
has become known as the Mountain View Cemetery. Fre- 
quent Board meetings were now held ; by-laws were prepared 
and adopted, and on February 1, 1864, Dr. S. Merritt and 
H. Tubbs were elected a committee to close the purchase of 
the tract of land selected. This tract belonged to Rev. I. H. 
Brayton, and contained nearly two hundred acres. The pur- 
chase was effected by the payment of three thousand dollars, 
and the remaining ten thousand was secured by the issuance of 
cemetery bonds payable inside of ten years. Correspondence 
was opened with Fred Law Olmstead for the purpose of laying 
out the grounds. In the mean time roads were prepared for 
reaching and enteiing the cemetery; the boundary lines were 
definitely established, and Rev. S. T. Wells was appointed 
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Superintendent. At the meeting of December 5, 1864, 
General R. W. Kirkham was elected a Trustee to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of R. W. Heath. A gardener 
was employed toward the end of that year, and with the begin- 
ning of expenditures began the financially troublous times in 
the history of the cemetery. The first annual meeting of the 
Trustees was held March 23, 1865, when the following 
officers were elected : General R. W. Kirkham, President ; 
William Faulkner, Vice-President; J. E. Whitcher, Secretary; 
and H. Tubbs, Treasurer. Preparations were then made for ihe 
appropriate dedication of the cemetery, and the beautiful re- 
ligious ceremony . took place May 25, 1865. From that 
date until 187 1 were years of systematic organization. This 
was the formative period — the period of difficulty and dis- 
couragement. Many persons lost hope in the enterprise and 
withdrew their support ; but there were those who were still 
convinced that a few years would develop the Mountain View 
Cemetery into the most lovely burial spot on the Pacific slope,, 
and these liberally bestowed their time and money for its support. 
No expensive memorials were at first erected, but in 1865 H. 
Tubbs and Dr. O. P. Warren began the construction of two- 
vaults which they believed would encourage a confidence equal 
to their own. Many years passed, however, before any other 
expensive improvement was made. 

The year of 1870 closed the first era in the history of the 
cemetery. There followed a complete change; the year 1871 
found the Board with a new President, new Committees, and 
a new Superintendent. The following composed the list of 
officers: President, J. S. Emery; Vice-President, A. Camp- 
bell ; Treasurer, E. P. Sanford ; Secretary, H. A. Palmer ; and 
Superintendent, William Collins. 

In 1872 D. Edward Collins became the Secretary of the 
association, succeeding H. A. Palmer and William D. Har- 
wood, each of whom held the position for a short period. 

In 1873 the receiving tomb was constructed at an expense 
of $4000, and in the following year it was deemed expedient 
to employ George F. Allardt as engineer for the association. 
In the same year General R. W. Kirkham became the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, and has occupied that posi- 
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tion ever since. In "1875 J. S. Collins was elected to the 
Secretfiryship. 

An elaboraite wooden entrance was constructed during the 
year 1876; a beautiful lawn was prepared, and the principal 
avenues were lined with trees, shrubs, and flowers. Work was 
likewise begun on a long and capacious flume, which was not 
completed till 1877. Toward the end of that year A. Chabot, 
Esq., erected, at his own expense, a beautiful fountain on the 
main avenue, which greatly enhanced the attractiveness of 
that portion of the grounds. Subsequently it was found that 
the main avenue was too narrow, and the work of widening it 
and of erecting two fountains at the intersection of the prin- 
cipal avenues was begun, and was not completed until 1879. 
The death of E. P. Sanford, in 1880, the trusted and esteemed 
Treasurer of the Association, was a serious loss to the Board 
of Trustees. The office of Treasurer has since been ably 
filled by W. C. Mason. As early as 1876 George F. Allardt was 
succeeded as engineer by T. J. Arnold. Afterward M. G. 
King filled the position for a few years, and in 1881 our pres- 
ent engineer, George L. Nusbaumer, was elected. The year 
1 88 1 was marked by the erection of a neat and artistic house 
at the entrance, which is occupied by the Superintenden;. 
The eastern wing is used for the office of the Association. 
In this year D. Edward Collins again became Secretary, a po- 
sition which he still holds.' About this time commenced the 
work of constructing two reservoirs, which should at once 
supply water for the cemetery and be permanent landmarks of 
beauty. In the last few years, besides carrymg on the ever 
increasing work of the cemetery, much attention has been 
given to the enlargement of the reservoirs, the construction of 
an engine house and machinery, and the general extension 
and improvement of the grounds. During this score of years 
the Board of Trustees has undergone many changes in its 
membership ; change of residence, pressing individual duties, 
and other similar causes has called away one after another, so 
that of those who were connected with the cemetery in its 
earliest days only H. Tubbs, George E. Grant, J. S. Emery, and 
General R. W. Kirkham remain. Notwithstanding these 
changes, the one purpose of the Board has been maintained, 
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and to-day they have the honor of admiring a cemetery which 
claims comparison with the finest in our country. 

It would be a more extended task than is here undertaken 
to refer, even briefly, to the many princely memorials which 
have been erected in Mountain Vi6w Cemetery, and yet the 
elaborate monuments and massive copings on the lots belong- 
ing to A. K. P. Harmon, James H. Latham and A. Chabot press 
themselves upon our attention ; the prominent vaults erected by 
Mrs. O. C. Pratt, William Walkerley, W. A. Holcomb, James 
Roberts, Mrs. H. Templeton, Mrs. I. Parker, H. A. Powell, 
R. R. Searle, and Althof & Bahls ; the simple and even classic 
taste displayed in the mausoleum of Charles Main, and that of 
Mrs. D. D. Colton, and the majestic monument of H. D. Cogs- 
well — all are works which demand a passing mention. To 
refer to all those who have generously aided from time to time 
the rapid development of the cemetery would be an endless 
task ; and yet the burden of responsibility has naturally de- 
volved upon the Trustees. With no invidious distinction it may 
be justly said that H. Tubbs has throughout been the most 
active member of the Board of Trustees, and, supported in 
his untiring and vigilant care by such men as General R. W. 
Kirkham, J. S. Emery, George E. Grant, A. K. P. Harmon, E. 
S. Davis,* W. C. Mason, Peter Thomson, A. Chabot,* A. A. 
Moore, C. W. Kellogg, E. M, Hall, he has lived to see at 
least the partial realization of his ambition. 

It must not be forgotten, likewise, that William Collins, the 
Superintendent, has bestowed some of the best years of his 
life in this work. With anxious care he has watched the slow 
but steady development of Mountain View Cemetery. Here 
he has spent his best energies, and to make it beautiful and 
attractive has been the dominant ambition of his later life. 
He has partially succeeded, and justly deserves the praise 
which has fallen to his share. 

It may not be amiss to add, by way of conclusion, that the 
gentlemen who act in the capacity of Trustees receive no 
compensation whatever, unless it be the grateful pleasure 
which springs from witnessing the steady and uninterrupted 
progress in the development of Mountain View Cemetery.

The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be 
held on the first Monday in January of each year, at such 
hojr and place as the Trustees may direct ; it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Trustees to give ten days' notice of the 
date, hour, and place thereof, in one or more newspapers pub- 
lished in Oakland ; and if the Board fail to give such notice 
it shall then be their duty to appoint another time within ^"•^'^J,J^*; 
sixty days from the date above mentioned, for holding of said 
Annual Meeting, and to give public notice thereof, in the 
manner aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. At each Annual Meeting the annual reports of 
the Superintendent, the Treasurer, and the Finance Com- 
mittee shall be submitted in writing, and be read. The.se 
several reports shall constitute "The Report of the Trustees," 
and it shall be the duty of the Board to publish a synopsis ^"„!S)"^po^^"* 
thereof, for the information of lot owners. 

Sec. 3. At each Annual Meeting there shall be elected 
by ballot four Trustees, to fill the places of those whose term 
of office expires, and they shall hold office until the third 
succeeding annual election, except as provided in Sec. 8, 
Article III.

All elections by the Board of Trustees shall be 
by ballot. 

Sec 7. The Trustees shall hold their regular monthly 
meetings on the second Wednesday of every month, at such 
place and hour as the Board may decide, and the President 
shall call a special meeting whenever seven Trustees shall 
request him in writing to do so. (Sec. t. Art. .IV.) 

Sec. 8. The place of any Trustee who absents himself 
from three regular meetings in succession may be declared 
vacant, unless a satisfactory reason be spread upon the minutes. 
(Sec. 3, Art. II.) 

Sec. 9. The Trustees shall promptly fill all vacancies in 
the Board, except those of members whose term of office has 
expired (which must be filled at annual election), and all 
vacancies in the standing committees, and in the several 
offices, as enumerated in Sec. 3 of this Article. 

ARTICLE IV. 

PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Skction I. The President shall preside at the meetings of 
the Association and of the Trustees ; he shall be custodian of 
the corporate seal ; sign, in connection with the Treasurer, 
and seal all grants for lots ; call special meetings of the Board 
of Trustees, as provided in Sec. 7, Art.. Ill; examine and 
countersign all bills and accounts approved by the Finance 
Committee, and certify the approval of all minutes. 

Sec. 2. When the President is absent his duties shall 
devolve upon the Vice-President. 
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ARTICLE V. 

SECRETARY. 

Notice of Meetings. SECTION I. THc Sccrctary shall give due notice of, and shall 

attend, all meetings of the Association and of the Board of 
Trustees, and record the proceedings thereof. 

Sec. 2. He shall keep a Duplicate Book of Interments. 

Sec. 3. His books shall be kept at the office of the 
Association, and be open to the inspection of lot owners. 

Sec 4. He shall hold office at the option of the Board 
of Trustees, and be entitled to such salary as they may 
determine.

Section i. The Treasurer shall give a bond, with three sure- 
ties, in such sum as the Trustees may require, for the faithful 
performance of his duties, which shall be subject to the ?ipproval 
of the Board ; and he shall be entitled to such compensation 
a^ the Board may determine. 

Sec. 2. He shall receive all dues of the Association, and 
deposit the same, in its name, in such banking house as the 
Board shall direct ; and he shall have power to check against 
the same as Treasurer, countersigned by the Secretary, in 
payment of bills and accounts against the Association ; pro- 
vided^ however, that he shall pay no bill or account until ap- 
proved by the Finance Committee and the President. (Sec. 
I, Art. IV, and Sec 2, Art. VII.) He shall indorse, file, and 
preserve all vouchers and other papers relating to his office. 
He shall record all his official acts in suitable books. He shall 
be the custodian of all the books and papers of the Associ- 
ation, except those of the Superintendent, and of all in- 
struments of grants, pending the fulfillment of the terms thereof. 
He shall sign, in connection with the President, all grants for 
lots, and record the same, before delivery, in a Lot Book, 
which he shall keep for that purpose, and in which he shall 
also record the sale of all single graves. He shall sign con- 
tracts, on behalf of the Association, for keeping lots in per- 
petual repair, upon such terms as the Trustees may prescribe, 
and he shall keep a record of all such contracts in a separate 
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book. He shall make a monthly report to the Board of '^'i^'^^^/\^'^'^^ 
Trustees, and an annual report to the Annual Meeting. ^*^^ 

His monthly reports shall be submitted to the examination 
of the Finance Committee^ before presentation to the Board 
of Xrustees.

Sec. 2. His salary shall be fixed by the Trustees, and he 
shall give such bond as the Board may require. 

Sec. 3. As agent for the Association he 5hall have power 
to employ and discharge workmen. 

Sec. 4. As agent for the Association he shall have power 
to dispose of lots, and of single graves, upon such terms as the 
Trustees may direct. (See Sec 10 of this Article.) 

Sec 5. He shall keep a record of all sales of lots and 
graves in a book which shall be entitled The Duplicate Lot 
Book, and shall number all lots and graves which are sold, 
in such manner as the Trustees may direct. 

Sec 6. He shall keep a record of all interments and 
removals in a book which shall be known as The Interment 
Book, under such regulations as the Trustees may prescribe. 

Sec 7. He shall make and perform, on behalf of the 
Association, contracts for the grading of lots, and for keeping 
lots and graves in repair, and shall enforce all rules and 
regulations appertaining to the care of the grounds. 

Sec 8. He shall keep a duplicate record, in hook form, 
of all contracts for keeping lots in perpetual repair, and he 
shall keep all such lots in good repair. (Sec 2, Art. VI.) 

Sec 9. He shall render a weekly account of, and de- 
posit with the Treasurer, all moneys or evidence of indebtedness 
which he receives on account of the Association. 

Sec 10. He shall render a monthly report to the Board 
of Trustees of all his official transactions, and an annual 
report to the Association. 

Sec 1 1. He shall have no power to incur any indebtedness 
on account of the Association without the approval of the 
Trustees ; and it shall be his duty to present, monthly, requisi- 
tions to the Board for such supplies as may be required, and 
for money due workmen, and said requisitions must be in 
writing, and receive the approval of the Finance Committee 
before presentation. (Sec 2, Art> VII.)

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GENERAL REMARKS. 



Heirship of Lots. — If the owner of a lot die, making no 
disposition of his bt by will, the lot of such intestate de- 
scends to his heirs-at-law ; and no interment will be allowed 
in said lot while the ownership remains unsettled. 

Transfer of Lots. — No transfer of any lot, or of any 
interest therein, shall be valid unless a duplicate transfer shall 
be filed at the office of the Cemeter)^ A charge of five 
dollars shall be made for any such change on the Cemetery 
books and maps. 

A Suggestion. — A suggestion to lot owners respecting 
interments in their plot may be of use. It frequently occurs 
that messages are sent desiring that graves should be opened 
adjoining or near the graves of persons previously interred. 
Where graves are not designated by stones or otherwise, it 
will be impossible to comply with the directions thus given, 
unless some system designating every grave be adopted. It 
is recommended, therefore, that each lot owner make a draw-, 
ing of his lot on a blank page of his deed, and record on it 
every interment with name and date. Upon the occurrence 
of future interments, let a transcript of this map, with a 
place marked where the grave is to be opened, be duly sent. 
In this way every difficulty will be obviated, and an interesting 
family record will be made and preserved for future 
generations. 

Harmony. — In order to secure harmony in the improvements 
of the lots and plots of the Cemetery grounds, according to 
the rules and regulations prescribed in the By-laws, and to 
carry out the purposes of the Association under the. laws 
of the State under which the same is organized, the deed or 
grant of title to any lot or plot that may hereafter be sold or 
disposed of in said Cemetery grounds shall be withheld until 
the terms and conditions annexed to the sale, in reference to 
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the improvements of the lot or plot, have been complied 
with ; and that upon the sale of any lot or plot hereafter, the 
Superintendent shall issue to the purchaser a receipt, specifying 
the lot or plot purchased and the amount paid, and upon a 
performance of the conditions in reference to the improvement 
of such lot or plot, and full payment of the purchase money, 
said purchaser shall be entitled to a deed of conveyance for 
the same. 

Cement Walks. — One characteristic feature of the Mount- 
ain View Cemetery is the existence of cement walks which are 
laid throughout a large portion of the grounds. In the equable 
climate of California they are not exposed to the extremes of 
heat and cold, and consequently remain in good condition for 
years. Throughout the winter they prevent the formation 
of gutters, which are found elsewhere to exist, and give solid 
and clean footing to pedestrian visitors during the rainy 
season. They prove a novel addition to the Cemetery 
improvements. 

Organization. — The Mountain View Cemetery Organiza- 
tion i§ free and mutual. Those who desire to purchase lots or 
make interments should, therefore, understand that it is an 
infringement upon the rights of their associates to interfere 
with the general plans or to violate the rules of the Association. 
It is a part of the duty of the Superintendent to explain the 
plans to persons wanting lots, to give information concerning 
the choice of trees, their adaptation to the soil, and their 
arrangement with reference to the landscape ; and his advice 
will be freely given in the selection and arrangement of shrubs 
and flowering plants. 

It is recommended that each family lot contain one monu- 
ment, with space for the several inscriptions likely to be re- 
quired. Greater beauty can be thus secured than by separate 
head and foot stones. It is also more appropriate that the de- 
ceased members of a family be laid to rest around one monu- 
ment, and that their names be grouped upon one tablet. 

The income of the Association, which in time will becoxne 
large, must, by the Act of Incorporation, be devoted to the 
improvement of the Cemetery ; but the adornment of indi-

vidual lots must here, as in other Cemeteries, be at the pro- 
prietor's expense. The improvement and care of lots and 
graves may be secured by application to the Superintendent. 

To secure the harmonious improvement of the Cemetery 
grounds, lots on the main avenues, and in other, prominent 
places, classified as ^* Monumental Lots," are reserved from 
sale, except on conditions providing for their improvement, 
and for keeping them in perpetual repair. 

Adopting the custom of Eastern Cemetery Associations, a 
fund has been created to provide for the perpetual care of lots. 

A lot owner who desires to avail himself of this provision, 
pays to the Treasurer a stipulated sum, not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, relative to the area of his lot, and the Associ- 
ation will contract to keep said lot in perpetual repair. 



STATISTICAL INFORMATION. 



The Perpetual Care Fund amounts to $13,590. 

The Cemetery grounds contain about 200 acres. 

There is only one entrance to Mountain View Cemetery and 
that is at the terminus of Piedmont avenue. 

The Water Works comprise two large reservoirs with a 
capacity of twenty million gallons, and a supply reservoir 
capable of containing two days' supply. 

The drainage of the grounds has been undertaken, and 
will no doubt be continued systematically in the future.

AN ACT 

TO AUTHORIZE THE INCORPORATION OF RURAL 
CEMETERY ASSOCIATIONS. 



Approved April 18th, 1859. 



T/te People of the State of California^ represented in Senate and 

Assembly^ do enact as folloivs : 

Section i. Any number of persons residing in the State, not hsa 
than seven, who shall desire to form an Association for the purpose of 
procuring and holding lands, to be used exclusively for a cemetery, or 
place for the burial of the dead, may meet at such time and place as they, 
or a majority of them, may agree, and appoint a Chairman, or Secretary, 
by a vole of the majority of the persons present at the meeting, and pro- 
ceed to form an Association, by determining on a corporate name, by 
which the Association shall be called and knowm ; by determining on the 
number of Trustees to manpge the concerns of the Association, which num- 
ber shall not be less than six, nor more than twelve, and thereupon may 
proceed to elect, by ballot, the number of Trustees so determined on; and 
the Chairman and Secretary shall, immediately after such election, divide 
the Trustees, by lot, into three classes ; those in the first class to hold their 
office one year ; those in the second class, two years ; and those in the 
third class, three years ; but the Trustees of each class may be re-elected, 
if they shall possess the qualiBcations hereinafter mentioned. The meet- 
ing shall also determine on what day, in each year, the future annual 
elections of Trustees shall be held. 

Sec, 2. The Chairman and Secretary of the meeting shall, within 
three days after such meeting, make a written certificate, and sign their 
names thereto, and acknowledge the same before an officer authorized to 
take proof and acknowledgment of conveyances, in the county where such 
meeting shall have been held, which certificate shall state the names of the 
associates determined upon by the majority of the persons who met ; the 
number of Trustees fixed on to manage the concerns of the Association ; 
the names of the Trustees chosen at the meeting, and their classification ; 
and the day fixed on for the annual election of Trustees ; which certificate 
it shall be the duty of the Chairman and Secretary of such meeting to 
cause to be filed and recorded in the office of the County Clerk of the 
county in which the cemetery grounds are situated, in a book to be appro- 
priated to the recording of certificates of incorporation. 



Ors^nixation 
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Sec. 3. Upon such certificate, duly acknowledged and filed as afore- 
said, being recorded, the Association mentioned therein shall be deemed 
legally incorporated and shall be a body politic and corporate, in fact and 
in name, by the name stated in the certificate, and by their corporate 
name, have succession and power. 

First — To sue and be sued in any Court. 

Second, — To make and use a common seal, and alter the same at 
pleasure. 

Third. — To purchase, hold, sell and convey, such real and personal 
estate as the purposes of the incorporation shall require. 

Fourth, — To appoint such officers, agents and servants, as the business 
of the corporation shall require, to define their powers, prescribe their 
duties, and fix their compensation. 

Fifth, — To require of them such security as may be thought proper, for 
the lulfillment of their duties, and to remove them at will, except that no 
Trustee shall be removed from office unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
whole number of Trustees, or by a vote of a majority of the Trustees, on 
a written request, signed by one-half of the lot owners. 

iSixth. — To make by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws of this State, 
for the organization of the Company, the management of the property, 
regulation of its affairs, and for. carrying on all kinds of business within 
the object and purposes of the Company. The affairs and properly of 
such Associations shall be managed by the Trustees, who shall annually 
appoint from among their number, a President and Vice-President, and 
shall also appoint a Secretary and Treasurer, who shall hold their places 
during the pleasure of the Board of Trustees ; aud the Trustees may 
require the Treasurer to give security for the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office. 

Sec. 4. Any Association incorporated under this Act, may take, by 
purchase or device, and hold, within the county in which the certificate of 
their incorporation is recorded, not exceeding three hundred and twenty 
acres of land, to be held and oceupied exclusively for a cemetery for the 
burial of the dead, Such land, or such parts thereof as may from time to 
time be required for that purpose, shall be surveyed and subdivided into 
lots or plats of such size as the Trustees may direct, with such avenues, 
paths, alleys and walks, as the Trustees deem proper ; and a map or maps 
of such survey shall be filed in the office of the County Recorder of the 
county in which the land shall be situated. And after filing such map, 
the Trustees may sell and convey the lots or plats designated upon such 
map, upon such terms as shall be agreed upon, and subject to such condi- 
tions and restrictions to be inserted in or annexed to the conveyances, as 
the Trustees shall prescribe. The conveyances to be executed under the 
common seal of the Association, and signed by the President or Vice' 
President, and the Treasurer of the Association. Any Association incor- 
porated under this Act, may hold personal property to an amount not 
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exceeding five thousand dollars, besides what may arise from the sale of 
lots bf plats. 

Skc. 5. The annual election for Trustees, to supply the place of those 
whose term of office expires, shall be holden on the day mentioned in the 
certificate of incorporation, and at such hour and place as the Trustees 
shall direct ; at which election will be chosen such number of Tnistees as 
will supply the places of those whose term expires. The Trustees chosen 
at any election subsequent to the first, shall hold their places for three 
years, and until others shall be chosen to succeed them. The election 
shall be by ballot, and evtry person of full age, who shall be the pro> 
prietor of a lot or plat in the Cemetery of the Association, containing not 
less than two hundred square feet of land ; or if there be more than one 
proprietor of any such lot, or plat, then such one of the proprietors as the 
majority of joint-proprietors shall designate to represent such lot or plat, 
may, either in person or by proxy give one vote for each plat, or lot of the 
(iimensidhs aforesaid ; and the persons receiving a majority of all the 
votes given at such election, shall be Trustees, to succeed those whose 
term of office expires. But in all elections after the first, the Trustees 
shall have power to fill any vacancy in their number, occurring during the 
period for which they hold their office. Public notice of the annual elec- 
tion shall be given in such manner as the by-laws of the Corporation shall 
prescribe. 

Sec. 6. The Trustees, at each annual election, shall make reports to 
the lot proprietors of their doings, and of the management and condition 
of the property and concerns of the Association. If the annual election 
shall not be held on the day fixed in the certificate of incorporation, the 
Trustees shall have power to appoint another day, not more than sixty 
days thereafter, and shall give public notice of the time and place, at which 
time the election may be held, with like effect as if holden on the day fixed 
on in the certificate. The office of the Trustees chosen at such time, to 
expire at the same time as if they had been chosen at the day fixed by the 
certificate of incorporation. 

Sec. 7. After its formation in the manner provided in the preceding purohjw*. of oroMua 
sections, the corporation shall proceed to purchase suitable grounds for the **"* Bmidr*^ "' 
proposed Cemetery ; and to the vendor thereof, they are authorized to issue 
the bonds of the Corporation for the amount of the purchase money, bear- 
ing interest not exceeding the rate of twelve percent, per annum, but pay- 
able out of sixty per cent, of the proceeds of the cemetery, as the same 
shall be realized, and not otherwise. Sixty per cent., at least, of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of lots, plats, or graves, shall be first appropriated to the DWHition of pro 
payment of the said bonds and interest aforesaid, payable at least once in '"*'"' luI*.^**'' " 
three months to the bond-holders, until all are paid, and the residue there- 
of to be used in preserving, improving and embellishing the said cemetery 
grounds, and the avenues or roads leading thereto, and to defraying the 
incidental expenses of the cemetery establishment ; and after payment of 
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the purchase money and interest, as aforesaid, and all de\)ts contracted 
therefor and for surveying and laying out the land, the proceeds of all 
future sales shall be applied to the improvement, embellishment and 
preservation of such cemetery, and for incidental expenses, and to no 
other purpose or object. 

Sec. 8. Any person who shall wilfully destroy, mutilate, deface, in- 
jure, or remove any tomb, monument, gravestone, building, or other 
structure, placed in any cemetery of any association incorporated under 
this Act, or any fence, railing, or Other work, for the protection or orna- 
ment thereof, or of any tomb, morinment or gravestone, or other structure 
aforesaid, or of any plat or lot within such cemetery, or shall wilfully 
destroy, cut, break, or injure any tree, shrub, or plant, within the limits 
of such cemetery, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and such 
offender shall also be liable in an action of trespass, to be brought, in all 
such cases, in the name of such Association, to pay all such damages as 
shall have been occasioned by his unlawful act, or acts. SucH money, 
when recovered, shall be applied by the Trustees to the reparation, or 
restoration of the property so destroyed or injured. 

Sec. 9. Any association incorporated pursuant to this Act, may take 
and hold any property, real or personal, bequeathed, or given upon, trust, 
to apply the income thereof, under the direction of the Trustees of such 
Association, for the improvement or embellishment of such cemetery, or 
the erection or preservation of any buildings, structures, fences, or walks 
erected, or to be erected, uponi the lands of such Cemetery Association, or 
upon the lots, or plats of any of the proprietors ; or for the repair, preser" 
vation, erection, or removal of any tomb, monument, gravestone, fence, 
railing, or other erection, on or around any cemetery, lot^ or plat, or for 
planting, or cultivating trees, shrubs, flowers or plaiits, in or around any 
such lot, or plat, or for improving or embellishing such cemetery, or any 
of the lots, or plats, in any other manner or form, consistent with the 
design and purposes of the Association, according to the terms of such 
grant, devise, or bequest. 

Sec. 10. The cemetery lands and ptoperty of any Association, formed 
pursuant to this Act, shall be exempt from all public taxes, rates and 
assessments, and shall not b6 liable to be sold on execution, or be applied 
in payment of debts due from any individual proprietors. But the propri- 
etors of lots or plats, in such cemeteries, their heirs, or devisees, may 
hold the same exempt therefrom, so long as the same shall remain dedica. 
ted to the purpose of a cemetery ; and, during that time, no street, road, 
avenue, or thoroughfare, shall be laid through such cemetery, or any part 
of the lands held by such Association, except by special permission of the 
Legislature of the State. 

Sec. II. Whenever the said lands shall be laid off in lots, or plats, 
and such lots, or plats, or any of them, shall be transferred to individual 
holders, and after there shall have been an interment in a lot| or plat, so 
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transferred, such lot, or plat, from the time of such interment, shall be 

forever thereafter inalienable, and shall, upon the death of the holder or 

proprietor thereof, descend to the heirs-at-law of such holder or proprietor, 

and to their heirs-at-law forever ; provided, never th f less, that any one or 

more of such heirs-at-law may release, to any other of the said heirs-at-law, 

his, her, or their interest in the same, on such conditions as shall be agreed 

on and specified in such release, which release shall be recorded with the 

County Reqorder of the county within which the said cemetery shall be 

situated; And provided, further, that the body of any deceased person R«triotioM eo&- 

shall not be interred in such lot, or plat, unless it be the body of a person 

having, at the time of such decease, an interest in such lot, or plat, or the 

relative of some person having such interest, or the wife of such person, 

or her relative, except by the consent of all persons having an interest in 

such lot, or plat. 

Sec. 12. In case the grounds purchased for cemetery purposes, in ac- 
cordance with section seven of this Act, shall have been used as a ceme- 
tery previons to such purchase, then, those who are lot owners, at the 
time of the purchase, shall have, and be entitled to all the privileges they 
would be entitled to by purchase from a corporation formed as aforesaid.
